1, A careful chock of uemiqucrters files revealed the following traces on 
one Lt* -olom.1 Veli oek Jiiu'iAJi wiita we bo 1 levs to bo Identical with 
the author of HvoTAlL's letter received from Argentina; 

a* un 26 August 19b7 an CuAili stall employs*, formerly associated 
with JLdWiif, received a letter in Russian from Lt. Colonel Veli 
dak J LUI UAH (signed Veli Jedigar), 21 Redcllffa Square, London 
b.W. 10, who offered his services to ODYOKE, JSTllAR explainod 
in the letter that he had been a Colonel in a Cavalxy Regiment 
in the Russian Aray but that, like many Moslem all over Europe 
who had beeq former oenbers of the Russian Arty, he decided not 
to return to Russia but to work for ths liberation of his 
people instead* He further stated that he wa a living in London 
and hat to think of Ills future as ho had a wife and child* He 
concluded the letter by remarking that be knew how to keep his 
south shut* 

b* the recipient of the letter turnoJ it ever to 5u7?fIW with the 
comwnt that he had no idea who Colonel J&13AU wts or who had 
given UEDXuAti his name, but he surmised Chat it was sorujooe 
who knew that he once worked for KLTW1N and who probably thought 
he still worked there* Additional comments made by the recipi- 
ent on the spelling of JKLlOAh's name might be of interest to 
you and arc as follows * "The ’Bek 1 stands for 'bey* and in 
Osnanll Turkish he would be Veil Zay YA^IGAa, veli Ymiigar BSf 
or, today, bay Veli YAZluATw 1 assume hr r^ust be one of the 
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Turkestan or Moslem Aserie who deserted the rv lot Ar«y and 
fought against the >j£iSR.* Subject was n<v 1 ured by JftJThIN,

In 19 hd he was sada a translator on 
Ilba das Hares (island of flowers) where. he allegedly blackmailed 
Displaced Persons* Unfortunately, ( J could offer no further inf or- 
action on JJISA 3 AR, and the question of his bein* identical with fkDIUARQV 
was never resolved*

which net in due no* Aires, Argentina, on 26 September 19 $ 2 . The report,

to bring togethor all categories of Hussion refugees, woerea* 
the Union of Caucasians opposes the idea of cooperating with 
groups fovorin>* the present goographlc Russia). 

b. t remote an all-Caucasus committee. 

0. Unite wita Turkestan, the Ukraine, and Byelorussia. 

d. right against uenriet tyranny alongside the free world under 
national bandore.
